In rhe Year at: r Chris Birth 92, in the beginning 
of VePatian's Reign,this grear Conjun{ion of the Supe- 
riots was celebrated in Sagitary, (as itis now ) che ef- 
tes of which were, the utter deſtrufion of  Feruſa- 
lem, and the incvicable ruine of that famou: Common- 
wealth of the Jews.” | 
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The fixth fiery Trigon began at the death of K'n? 
Pippin, who had newly conquer'd Saxony, Longobard 
and Aquitane, at which time Charles the Great began 
his Reign in the Year 789. who tranſlated rhe Weitern 
Empire to the Germans : at this time great and famons 
things were atted upon the Stage of the World, both 
as tO Religion and humane policy, changes of Laws and

even; as for inſtance, that grear Conjunimn 1603. 
broughrin King James a Scotiſh Prince co be King of

Women by their Chance-medly adminiſtrations, 1s de« 
plorable,and hath made me the morediligent in laying 
down thoſe Rules & Grounds which may ſafely dired 
the wiſe & honeſt, and convince the wilfully obſtinare. 
That theſe following Rules are neceſſary to the very 
Eſſence of Phyſick,and adminiſtcarion,[ need bur refer 
them to their own great Maſters, Hippocrates and Ga- 
len, and their Commentators, who chiefly call-upon 
them for this knowledge, and «ſteem them blinde and 
worſe then Quacks withour ir, as Almanus, Sine Clavo' 
ac Remis Navigat, Naufragium tandem fatturus, qui 
abſque ulla temporum, Aſtrorum obſervatione, Medicinam 
fattitat ; eſt enim Aftrologia oculus medici, cujus fi fuerit 
expers, cacus appellabitur. ; 
Ruamvis Medicina de ſe ſcientia ſutper fea 
Medicus tamen in opere ſuo,ſine Aftrologia,non eft perfetus. 
As for inſtance, In the mechodof-pradtice,ler the Phy- 
firian rake the rime he is firſt invited ro a Paticnr, _ 
ere 
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erc& aScheam of Heaven,and he ſhall find rheſe verities, 

Firft,1f the ſeventh Houle be afflicted by the preſence 
or rayes of the Malcvolents,the Phyfirian ſhall not cue, 

Second]y, If the reath Houſe be in like manner affli- 
Red, his Phyſick is improper, and he will not rightly 
underſtand the nature of the diicaſc, 

Thirdly, the Phyfirian who firſt viſies his patient in 
the hour of Saturn, his patient ſhall ceirher be long ſick, 
or long in cure ; and ſhall nor recover, till both Phy- 
ſician and patient almoſt deſpair. 

Fourthly,he that firſt enters upon a cure inthe hour 
of Mars, ſhall find his patient diſaffe&ed to him, and 
diſdain or rejed his medicines, his pains illrewarded, 
and his perſon ſſeighred ; the ſame-if the Moon be yoid 
of courſe, unleſs in Taurw or Cancer. 

Fifthly, he that makes choice of rhe hours or good 
aſpetts of Fupiter and Venus, ſhall have good words 
from rhe ſick, be well eſteemed, and paid for his pains ; 
nay, though he fail in the cure, yerſhall he receive no 
prejudice thereby, ([ mean Y in his eftimation.
